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“SNAKE POISONING. 


There ‘are many, varieties of poisonous 
snakes, but the only one of consequence 
in -westérn states the rattlesnake. 
Fortunately, this reptile generally. gives 
a very polite: but insistent warning of 
his. dangerous presence. His rattle | 
doesn’t sound anything like a baby’s. toy 
fattle and its meaning is nothing. the 
same. A camper of’ ‘hiker who hears 
a noise. something like an electric buzzer 


in the brush would.better go far from 
that place and with great speed, unless 
he .is-. wearing heavy, high boots, .and 
knows tow. to kill a rattlesnake. A 
tenderfoot, at such a time, would better 
make; himself. decidedly scarce in ‘that 
vicinity. .A rattlesnake, coiled to spring 
upon’.his--victim, is able. to. throw ‘his 
body forward, many feet. For. this. rea- 
son, distance lends. great: enchantment 
when a rattlesnake the. im- 
mediate foreground: 

_ A few. people in California; every year, 
are killed by . rattlesnakes. It. would | 
seem,. therefore, that. every. camper. and 


hiker. -should. know to do. in: case | 


he. should be bitten by one. of these 
deadly snakes. Every camper should 
carry with him a very ‘sharp. knife, :razor | 
or safety-razor blade, a. small. bottle of 
permanganate. of potash. crystals and.a 
few heavy rubber bands. These articles 


constitute the- best standard: snake-bite 
equipment. . ‘Whiskey,- in large quantities 
particularly, is of no use as a remedy 


and: be! very:

When a ‘person is’ bitten by poison: 
ous Snake, he should: ‘first ‘of: all ‘place 
one of more: of the heavy. rubber bands 
very tightly’ around the injured member 
and above the ‘wound: In ‘no case, Hiow- 
éver,;* shoiild’ the bard: be left: ‘on -for 
‘longer than. ‘twenty ‘or thirty” ‘minutes: 
After the band is in place, two incisions 
at least an inch long shouldbe made at 
right angles,’ ‘ditectly: ‘across’ the “bite: 
These incisions ‘should deeper than 
the penetration of the snake fangs. The 
wound should~be bled thorougtily, suc- 
tion by mouth being: applied: ‘will 
aid bleeding. The-would should then.be 
washed thoroughly in a. solution of pér- 
‘Manganate of potash; using, a. sufficient 
amount of: the crystals in water to. make 
a dark. wine colored solution. ‘Tf ‘no 
water. is .available, ‘the crystals may be 
rubbed directly into. the. wound, ‘but it 
is better to tise a solution. “This: chem- 
ical destroys all snake venom ., with 
which it comes -in. contact. Removal of

After the. application. of this. treatment, 
‘the victim should be taken to. a. physi- 
‘cian, if possible, in order that necessary 
stimulants | may administered. and 
proper. antiseptic Sressings applied . to 
tHe. wound, 


_ In. some. where. ‘Gon 
poisonous. snakes. are serums 
have been -developed .for the treatment 
‘of. persons. bitten. by - such .reptiles: 
Brazil and the Argentine Republic have. 
established - ‘government .. institutions. >for 


‘the manufacture such. serums. - . The 
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: chief difficulty encountered in the serum 
treatment lies in having the product 
available at the time and place that it 
may be needed. In India, between 20,000 
and 25,000 deaths from snake poisoning 
occur annually, and in the rest of the 
world there are from 5000 to 10,000 
such deaths annually. In California, 
there are from three to five deaths 
annually, due to. snake poisoning.

Inhaling Dusting Powder is) 
is Fatal to Babiess 


Several’ California infants, during the | 
past few: years, have died as a result of | 
inhaling zine stereate powder, and the | 
death of a Connecticut infant from the 
same cause is now reported by the Con- | 
fiecticut. State Department of Health. 
The feport treads as follows: 

“Report of the death of a. seven 
months old baby was received recently 
in which the cause of death was given 
as inhalation of stereate of zinc powder. 
A note was appended ‘child playing with 
container’.’ 

Stereate of zinc is in general use as a 
dusting powder for infants, and mothers | 
and nutses sometimes allow babies to 
play. with the can to keep them amused. 


he powder is dangerous because when | 


breathed’ into the bronchial tubes and 
lungs it adheres to them and causes an 
inflammation which may result in bron- 
chitis and pneumonia. 

- Mothers and nurses should keep such 
out of reach of young children.

- Some city or county in one of eleven 
far western states is to be awarded the 
fourth in the series of five-year child 
health demonstrations conducted by the 


‘Child Health Demonstration Committee, 
_ |associated with the American Child 
|Health Association for the supervision 
|of the Commonwealth Fund Program. 


The city or county must be between 
20,000 and’ 75,000 population and be 
located in one of the following states: 
Arizona, California, Colorado, . Idaho, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, 
Utah, Washington or Wyoming. 

The city or county winning the award 
wi: be given assistance by the. Child 
Health Demonstration Committee in 
safeguarding the life and health of its — 
mothers and children. The community 
in the Pacific coast or Rocky Mountain 
states to be awarded this five-year dem- 
onstration will take a conspicuous place 
in the national child health program 
now under way. 

This announcement is made’ by Barry 
C..Smith, general director of the Com- 
monwealth Fund and. chairman of the 
Child Health Demonstration Committee. 

‘The committee is already conducting 
three demonstrations: ‘one ‘at’ Fargo, 
'N. D., in the middle west, another - in 
Tennessee, in the 
‘rural areas of the south and the third 
in Athens, Georgia, designed to meet 
urban problems in the ‘south, 

he committee trusts that the: estab- 
‘lishment of a demonstration in’a city or 
county of the far west will ‘aid in the 
development of a health plan’ for the 
children of that commiunity in'a similar 
way. The proposed demonstration, it 
is hoped, may be of indirect’ ‘help to 
those promoting the cause Of child 
health in that entire area. 

Any city or county in these states 
with a population between 20,000 and 
75,000 will be eligible for corisideration. 
The selection of the center will be based 
upon a careful review of the whole 
health situation and the needs of the 
community. But the paramount coii- 
sideration: in making the choice will be 
the sincerity of the community’s desire 
to develop a complete and routided child 
health plan- for the as “3 
whole.
